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FOREWORD 


TTj'OR  many  years  the  writer  has  been  interested  in  tracing 
A-  and  recording  the  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  Joseph 
Hills  who  settled  in  Massachusetts  in  163S.  Ilis  home  was  at 
Malden ,  Mass.,  and  he  was  the  first  of  our  ancestors  in  this 
country.  I  have  also  studied  the  line  of  descent  from  Joseph 
to  Isaac  Hills ,  7th  in  the  line. 

In  this  I  have  found  a  pleasant  pastime  and  the  quest  has 
taken  considerable  time  and  required  some  expense.  I  have 
from  time  to  time  employed  trained  genealogists  and  taken 
other  means  to  gain  the  data  desired. 


Having  now  reached  the  point  where  I  am  the  eldest  of  the 
living  descendants  of  Isaac  Hills  7'  I  have  been  requested  and 
have  been  pleased  to  put  what  I  have  collected  in  such  shape 
that  I  can  pass  it  on  to  those  whom  I  love,  and  who  I  think 
will  appreciate  it. 

It  is  not  complete  in  all  things,  as  in  some  cases  it  seemed 
quite  impossible  to  get  the  data.  I  am  not  sanguine  that  it  is 
free  from  error,  but  it  is,  so  far  as  I  know,  accurate  as  far  as 
it  goes.

TWO  OF  THE  NOBLEST  SOULS  I  HAVE  EVER  KNOWN 
AND  TO  THEIR  DESCENDANTS 
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The  Genealogy  of  Joseph  Hills,  1638, 
and  Descendants 


FROM  a  historical  standpoint,  the  dates  March  3,  1602 
and  July  17,  1638,  are  of  great  interest  to  all  the 
descendants  of  Joseph  Hills  from  whom  my  father,  Isaac 
Hills,  and  his  children  are  descended.  The  former  date 
marks  the  birth  of  Joseph  Hilles,  son  of  George  Hilles,  at 
Great  Bursteadt,  Billericay,  Essex,  England.  The  latter 
marks  the  date  when  Joseph  Hilles  (apparently  at  that 
time  changed  to  Hills)  in  the  ship  "Susan  and  Ellen” 
arrived  at  Boston  in  New  England  and  landed  her  pas¬ 
sengers  and  cargo. 

Joseph  Hills  was  the  "undertaker”  of  this  voyage, 
meaning  the  responsible  party  undertaking  the  enter¬ 
prise  and  in  charge  of  the  party  and  ship.  After  taking  a 
very  active,  energetic  and  important  part  in  all  that  per¬ 
tains  to  the  development  and  settlement  of  that  pioneer 
period,  he  died  at  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  on  February 
5,  1688,  at  the  ripe  age  of  eighty-six  years. 

He  first  settled  at  Charleston,  which  was  located  by 
Governor  Winthrop  between  Charles  and  Mystic  Rivers, 
which  about  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century  became 
a  city,  and  in  1874  was  annexed  to  Boston. 

The  family  dwelling  wras  "near  the  market  place,”  but 
in  a  few  years  he  was  a  resident  of  that  part  of  the  town 
north  of  the  Mystic  River,  establishing  his  home  at 
"Mystic  Side,”  on  a  farm  of  considerable  size.  He  soon 
became  active  in  public  affairs,  was  selectman  of  the  town 
in  1644,  and  in  1646  represented  it  in  "General  Court,”  as 
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the  Colonial  Assembly  was  then  named  and  as  its  legisla¬ 
ture  is  still  known  under  the  constitution  of  the  State.  He 
was  re-elected  in  1647  and  was  chosen  speaker  of  its 
House  of  Deputies.  Mystic  Side  was  later  named  Malden, 
probably  in  commemoration  of  the  old  town  of  Malden, 
England,  from  which  his  ship  sailed. 

While  a  resident  of  Mystic  Side  and  Malden,  he  was 
captain  of  his  train  band  ( pages  307 ,  308 ,  M alden )  as  the 
Colonial  military  was  called.  He  was  Malden’s  first 
deputy,  and  the  town  had  no  other  representative  until 
after  1664,  when  he  moved  away. 

In  1645  he  was  the  first  named  on  a  committee  “to  set 
out  the  lots  to  the  settlers  of  Nashaway  plantation.”  In 
1648  he  was  the  first  of  a  committee  of  four  to  change  the 
location  of  the  highw'ay  “between  Winnesemet  and  Red¬ 
ding.”  In  1650  he  was  second  of  a  committee  of  which  the 
Governor  was  chairman,  appointed  to  draw  up  instruc¬ 
tions  for  the  Massachusetts  delegates  to  a  gathering  where 
“the  Commissioners  of  all  the  Colonies  shall  meet.” 

In  1653  he  was  one  of  a  committee  of  six  to  consider 
the  question  “if  the  United  Colonies  have  power  by  the 
Articles  of  Agreement  ***  to  engage  the  Colonies  ***  in 
war.”  In  1654  with  Captains  Hawthorne  and  Johnson, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Colony,  he  was  appointed  to 
frame  a  reply  to  the  home  government,  which  had  de¬ 
manded  an  explanation  of  certain  acts.  Three  times,  1650, 
1653  and  1661,  he  was  of  committees  to  audit  the  treasure' 
accounts,  but  his  greatest  public  service  was  that  of  the 
leading  member  of  the  committee  that  in  1648  reported  to 
the  General  Court  ( the  legislature)  the  first  codification  of 
the  laws  of  the  Colony.  {Mass.) 
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The  Colony  recognized  the  great  value  of  his  work,  not 
only  by  a  money  payment,  but  by  a  grant  of  five  hundred 
acres  of  land  on  the  Nashua  River,  now  a  part  of  southern 
New  Hampshire,  and  the  remission  of  his  taxes  in  his 
old  age. 

Joseph  Hills  was  not  only  captain  of  his  train  band  but 
was  also  ruling  elder  of  the  church,  a  magistrate,  speaker 
of  the  House  of  Deputies  and  a  member  of  many  important 
committees,  and  was  generally  active  and  prominent  in 
all  that  pertained  to  his  town  and  colony. 

The  record  shows  that  he  was  a  woolen  draper  in 
England,  as  was  his  father,  both  having  large  transactions 
at  London.  One  writer  says  he  was  undoubtedly  a  lawyer, 
or  at  least  had  studied  and  understood  the  law,  and  this 
was  undoubtedly  one  cause  of  his  appointment  as  the 
leading  member  of  the  committee  to  codify  the  laws,  and 
his  continued  appointment  for  years  to  secure  the  approval 
and  adoption  by  the  legislature  of  the  codification  and  the 
firm  establishment  of  it  in  the  colony  and  state. 

The  Malden  church  became  involved  in  some  diffi¬ 
culties  in  relation  to  its  course.  Corey,  the  author  of  “The 
History  of  Malden,”  says  ( pages  130-136): 

"There  was  an  offending  clergyman,  who  had  essayed  to 
exercise  free  thought,  and  there  was  an  offending  church, 
which  had  settled  a  pastor  without  the  approbation  of  the 
magistrates  and  the  elders  of  the  greater  part  of  the  churches." 

#  The  offending  pastor  was  Marmaduke  Mathews,  who 
later  returned  to  England. 

Joseph  Hills  and  John  Leverett  of  Boston — afterward 
governor,  were  two  of  the  elders  who  were  criticised  in 
this  ( page  1^0). 
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Of  this  occurrence  Corey  says  ( page  156): 

“Grave  offences  had  been  committed,  and  in  answering  them 
the  fathers  of  Malden  had  the  honor  of  standing  foremost  in 
the  struggle  between  the  church  and  the  state,  etc.” 

However,  Hills,  Leverett  and  the  other  elders  w*ho  had 
been  involved,  had  to  yield  and  to  pay  fines,  a  part  of 
which  were  remitted  finally.  The  charges  at  this  age  do 
not  appear  to  be  serious  ( page  220).  The  most  striking 
thing  appears  to  be  that  they  w^ere  three  centuries  too  early. 

Joseph  Hills  was  a  warm  and  intimate  friend  of  Rev. 
Henry  Dunston,  president  of  Harvard,  and  it  appears  in 
his  views  of  church  affairs  for  which  he  w^as  criticised, 
shared  the  doctrines  of  Dr.  Dunston  ( page  220).  Hills  was 
one  of  the  overseers  of  Dunston’s  will,  and  it  appears  was 
one  of  the  benefactors  of  Harvard’s  library  ( note  on 
page  18 ^). 

He  was  a  magistrate  for  years,  as  was  his  friend  Gov¬ 
ernor  Bellingham,  an  important  position  in  those  days. 
Bellingham  in  contracting  a  second  marriage,  conceived 
the  idea  of  keeping  it  in  the  family  and  conducted  the 
ceremony  himself.  Joseph  Hills  in  taking  unto  himself 
another  mate,  decided  the  governor’s  example  and  the 
precedent  thus  established,  was  worthy  of  imitation  and 
likewise  performed  the  marriage  ceremony  on  himself.  The 
authorities,  however,  who  had  overlooked  the  governor’s 
peculiar  course  in  this  respect,  were  not  so  lenient  wfith 
Hills,  and  he  had  to  publicly  admit  his  mistake  and  cure 
the  error  by  another  ceremony. 

He  was  married  four  times,  as  follows : 

1st.  Rose  Clark,  in  England  and  he  had  several 
children  bom  there. 
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2nd.  Hannah  Smith,  the  widow  of  Edward  Mellows,  on 
June  24,  1651  at  Charlestown,  Mass.  It  is  from 
this  union  we  descend. 

3rd.  Helen  Atkinson. 

4th.  Anne  Lunt. 

Joseph  Hills  was  clearly  a  public  spirited  man  of  good 
ability  and  great  energy,  as  is  shown  by  the  many  im¬ 
portant  positions  he  occupied  and  the  high  regard  of  his 
fellows  citizens.  He  was  of  independent  thought  as  the 
record  shows,  and  in  that  pioneer  country  was  a  man  of 
great  influence. 

His  old  home  adjoins  Malden  Square  on  the  north,  and 
near  the  front  is  occupied  by  the  Public  Library  and  a  fine 
stone  Baptist  Church.  It  is  a  high  knoll  and  has  a  beauti¬ 
ful  view.  Just  off  the  curb  in  front  of  the  church  is  a  block 
of  red  granite,  probably  between  three  and  four  feet  high 
and  six  to  seven  feet  long.  On  its  face  is  cut  as  follows: 

“Near  this  spot  lived 

Joseph  Hills 

A  man  prominent  in  church  and  state, 

He  came  from  Malden,  England  to 
New  England,  1638. 

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Deputies  1647. 

Compiler  of  the  Massachusetts  laws  of  1648. 

He  died  at  Newbury,  1688. 

Also  here  lived 
Doctor  John  Sprague 
1788-1803 


An  active  surgeon  in  the  Navy  of  the 
Revolution.”

There  was  for  many  years  a  famous  well,  located  near 
the  spot  occupied  by  the  stone.  It  was  known  as  the 
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“Hills  well”  and  never  failed.  It  was  filled  up  at  the  time 
the  street  was  widened,  and  the  stone  very  nearly  marks 
its  location.  The  old  settlers  of  Malden  will  tell  you  of 
seeing  long  lines  of  vehicles,  laying  in  a  supply  of  water 
when  droughts  visited  the  colony. 

I  found  that  practically  everybody  in  Malden  knew 
much  about  Joseph  Hills  and  were  free  to  discuss  his 
history.  There  are  many  of  his  descendants  living  in  the 
vicinity. 

The  authorities  relied  on  in  this  sketch  are  “The 
Hills  Family  in  America,”  prepared  by  various  descend¬ 
ants  of  Joseph  Hills,  and  descendants  of  William  Hills 
who  came  over  about  the  time  Joseph  did  and  may  have 
been  of  the  same  line  in  England. 

The  descendants  of  both  these  men  will  find  much  of 
interest  in  this  large  volume. 

Also  the  “History  of  Malden”  by  Corey,  which  con¬ 
tains  a  much  more  detailed  narration  that  the  first  men¬ 
tioned  book.

Isaac7  ( Nathan 6,  Reuben 5,  Samuel 4,  Benjamin 3,  SamueP, 
Joseph l),  son  of  Nathan  and  Mary  (Ware)  Hills,  bom  at 
Union,  Knox  Co.,  Maine,  April  23,  1811;  died  at  Frank¬ 
fort,  Mich.,  Oct.  20,  1886.  Married  1833  to  Eliza  Hall  of 
Cushing,  Knox  Co.;  married  2nd,  Sept.  4,  1844,  Sarah 
A.  Wilson  of  Belfast,  Waldo  Co.,  Maine,  at  Lincoln  - 
ville,  Maine. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Mexican  War,  but  did  not  arrive  at 
the  front.  He  raised  a  company  of  soldiers  early  in  the 
Civil  War  and  was  elected  its  captain.  It  was  not  accepted 
on  President  Lincoln’s  first  call,  but  was  accepted  later. 
In  the  meantime  he  contracted  to  teach  the  school  at 
Ottawa,  Illinois,  and  did  not  enter  the  Federal  service.

Lysander  Hill  adopted  the  present  spelling  of  the 
name  by  omitting  the  final  “s”  while  in  college.  He 
graduated  from  Bowdoin  College.  Studied  law  and  was 
admitted  to  practice  in  Maine.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the 
Civil  War  he  recruited  two  or  three  companies,  and  then 
went  out  as  Captain  of  Company  I  of  the  20th  Maine.  He 
was  soon  invalided  home  because  of  an  attack  of  typhoid 
fever  from  which  he  did  not  fully  recover  for  some  years. 
He  was  a  judge  of  the  State  Court  at  Alexandria,  Va.,  and 
was  always  known  as  “Judge”  to  his  friends  thereafter. 
He  practiced  law  at  Washington  for  some  years,  and  re¬ 
moved  to  Chicago  in  the  early  eighties,  where  he  practiced 
until  nearly  the  time  of  his  death.  In  later  years  he 
specialized  in  Patent,  Trade-mark  and  Copyright  Law 
and  was  considered  one  of  the  leaders  in  that  line  in  this 
country.

At  the  request  of  his  brother,  Lysander, 
and  to  avoid  embarrassment,  and  only  after  securing 
the  approval  of  his  mother  and  of  his  brothers  and  sisters, 
he  also  omitted  the  final  “s”  from  the  family  name  and 
has  continued  to  write  it  “Hill’  since.

It  is  a  peculiar  circumstance  that  an  examination  of 
the  signature  of  Reuben  Hills5,  the  Revolutionary  soldier. 
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in  the  official  records,  receipts  for  moneys  paid,  clothing 
'and  supplies,  shows  he  spells  his  name  Hills  and  Hill 
indiscriminately,  and  employs  one  about  as  often  as  the 
other.  Isaac7,  the  writer’s  father,  years  ago  mentioned 
this,  but  there  was  no  opportunity  to  verify  it  until  the 
records  were  examined  to  verify  the  qualifications  for 
membership  in  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 

As  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature,  John  W.  was 
chairman  of  the  legislative  committee  to  investigate  the 
State  Charitable  Institutions.  This  resulted  in  a  very 
strenuous  contest  between  leading  politicians  led  by  the 
Governor  on  one  side  and  the  committee  on  the  other.  In 
the  end,  a  bill  drawn  by  the  committee  was  passed,  putting 
those  institutions  under  the  control  of  a  State  Board  of 
Control,  greatly  improving  the  conditions  that  previously 
prevailed. 

John  W.  Hill  is  a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Founders 
and  Patriots  of  America,  and  at  this  writing  (1927)  is 
Deputy-Governor  of  that  society  for  Illinois ;  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars;  and  a  member  of  the  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution.  He  is  also  a  thirty-third  degree 
Mason  and  a  member  and  past  officer  of  various  Masonic 
organizations.

George  Ulmer,  bom  1755,  died  1825.  His  wife,  Mary

George  Ulmer  was  bom  in  Germany  and  with  two  older 
brothers,  Philip  and  John,  came  to  the  United  States 
before  the  Revolution.  Both  of  the  older  brothers  were 
captains  in  the  Colonial  army. 

George  settled  at  Ducktrap,  Maine,  and  went  into  the 
Colonial  army,  first  serving  as  adjutant  in  Col.  Prim’s 
regiment;  was  engaged  Mar.  25,  1780,  was  discharged  Nov. 
25,  1780;  service  8  months  at  Camden;  also  second  lieu¬ 
tenant,  Captain  Archibald  McAllister’s  company,  Lt.  Jos. 
Prim’s  regiment;  entered  service  June  1,  1780;  discharged 
Dec.  24,  1780;  service  6  months,  24  days,  under  Brig.  Gen. 
Wadsworth  at  Eastwood;  roll  certified  at  Headquarters 
Thomaston;  also  lieutenant,  Capt.  Parker’s  company, 
Col.  McCobb’s  regiment;  returns  for  provisions,  was  at 
Camp  Coxes  Head  July  21  and  July  25,  1781;  also  lieu¬ 
tenant,  Capt.  Jordan  Parker’s  company,  Col.  Samuel 
McCobb’s  regiment,  engaged  May  10,  1781;  discharged 
Dec.  1,  1781;  service  6  months,  20  days,  at  Eastward,  roll 
sworn  at  Georgetown,  Lincoln  County.

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PATRIOTIC  SOCIETIES 


By  reason  of  our  descent  from  Joseph  Hills,  as  well  as 
from  his  son  Samuel,  the  descendants  are  qualified  for 
most  of  the  patriotic  societies.  The  writer  is  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  the  Society  of  Patriots  and 
Founders,  and  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  In 
the  Sons  of  the  Revolution,  he  first  joined  by  tracing  his 
ancestry  back  to  Reuben  Hills5,  who  was  in  the  battle  of 
Bunker  Hill.  Later,  he  filed  another  application,  tracing 
his  genealogy  back  to  Gen.  George  Ulmer. 

There  are  two  other  ancestors  also  that  qualify  the 
descendants  of  Isaac  Hills  for  membership  in  the  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution,  to-wit,  Nathan  Hills6,  was  the 
son  of  Reuben5  and  Sarah  Currier.  Her  father,  Gideon, 
was  also  in  the  Revolution.
